by it member who was so stupid as to be
ready Lo compromise with the prejudice
azainst Porter, and to aceept for him
less than the fallest neasure of repara-
tion whieh coulid be made by the nation
to an oflicer unjustly eondemned. Nno
one will deny that.under the light whicel:
now <hines amd convinees Porter’s most
prejudiced judges, he is entitled to be re-
stored to his full rank in the army and
to receive full pay for the years of his
dismissal.  The congressman who had
charge of the velief bill last winter was
weak enough, it we recollect aright, to
abate sowmething of this demand. and
drop both salary and rank to secure
some less substantial acknowledgment
of the belief of Congress in Porter’s in-
nocence.  He vainly appealed to ignor-
ant and prejudiced minds. The most of
the congressinen were wiliing to take
their iupression of the case at second
hand, and to hold Porter condemned
under the judgment of Grant and his
other prejudiced judges.  Since then
Gencral Porter seems to have appealed
direetly to these judges to reconsider his
case under the light of the testimony
whiiich secured for him so complete a
vindication at the hands of the Schofield
board of inguiry. and he has appealed
guecessfuliy.

field, were totally incorrect as showing
the position of the two armies.

I have read itin connection with state-
ments made on the other side agaiust Geu-
eral Porter, and, I am afraid, possibly with
some little prejudice in the case, although
Gieneral Porter was a2 man whom 1 person-
ally knew and liked hefore ; but I got the
impression with many others, that there
was a hal{~hearted support of General Pope
in his campaigns, and that General Porter,
while possibly not more guilty than others,
Lappened to be placed in a position where
he conld be made responsible for his indif-
ference, and that the punishment was not a
severe one for such aun offense. T am now
convineed that he rendered faithful, eflie-
ient and intelligent service, and the fact
that e was retained in command of a
corps for months after his offenses were
sad to have been committed is in his
favor.

What I would ask in General Porter’s
behalf from you is that if you can possibly
grive the time that you give the subject
the same study and thought that T have
given it," and then act as your judgment
dictates.

AN ATTACA ON SPEAKER KEIFER BY
BEEPRESENTATIVE OXTH.

The Indiana Statesman Makes Public His
Dissatisfaction With His Committee
Appointments.
Wasliington Dispatch to the Pre=s,
A most curious scene was cnacted in
the House this morning, one which bids
fair to make the future an nngnenchable
enmity between two men who, to-day; oc-
cupy most prominent positions in the halls
of legislation. It has already been stated
many times that much dissatisfaction had
been found with the arrangement of com-
mittees by Speaker Keifer. Among the
dissatisfied members no oiie has more
keenly felt the manner in which Lis
claims have been ignored than Mr.
Orth, of Indiana. An old mem-
ber of the House, he "had long held
a prominent position in its deliberations,
and to be given two unimportant positions
and an insignificant chairmanship wis
rather more than he could stand. Before
the congressmen had got away for the
Lolidays there were rumors that Mr Orth
would yet give the speaker u picce ol his
mind upon the subject of his appointments
but it was believed a recess would cool
hot blood and settle many complaints,
There was, consequently, some surprise
when Mr.,Orth arose,after the reading of the
Jjournal to-day, to a question ol privilege,
but there was an immediate certainly of
what was in the wind., A bush camo over
the whole House, for it was a little uncer-
tain how this rebellion azainst the fiat of
the speaker would terminate.

All eyes turned toward Orth, e stood
well in front, wear Dunnell’s desk, aud
held in his hand a few pages of manu-
seript. There was a pallor about his face
and a tremor about his bhand which be-
tokened suppresseu excitement as he said :
“ Mr. Spesker, I rise to a question of
privilege and I desire to give notice that
at an early date I shall move to change the
wmethod of appointing eommitlees now
pursued by this House.”

The speaker’s face and neck tushed pain
fully, and he sank back into his seat with
a nervous grasp of the gavel, whose harndle
tapped fointly on the marble before ki,
as if it would involuntarily cail the gentle-
man to order. Raising his mannseript
Mr. Orth read : “* Yon have appointed me,
sir, on three, commiltecs—the sccond
place on foreign affairs, the secomd place
on rales, and the echairmanship of the
committec on civil service.

ANIMALS FROZEN TO DEATH.

Animals Kecenily ITmported by Mr. Fowe
paunzh Sacemub to tne Cold.

Beveial thousand dollars’ worth of wild
animals recently bought of Ilagenbeck,
the great animal dealer of Hamburg, Ger-
many, {or Forepaugh's menagerie, arvived
i New York by the steamship Mosel on
Tuesday. T'wo white eamels, a quagga
and 2 sable antelope were lost during the
voyage, but five elephants, eight double-
Immped brown camels, one white camel,
one white llama, a zebra, white yak, an
ant-bear, a mountain antelope, twenty
small monkeys, a baboon five feet four
inches high, an ostrich, an emu, a hornbill
aud fifteen large snakes, including threo
boa constrictors, each measuring over
twenty feet in length, making in all a car
go of seventy-eight valuable specimens,
arrived safely. (One of the elephants is
nine feet high and was once the property
of the late King Vietor Emanuel of Italy.
Iler disposition was so ugly, however,
that she was sold to Hagenbeck, who on
the same account could not fiind any oune
willing to buy her until Adam Forepaugh,
Jdr., visited Europe last smmmer. The
next North (ierman Lloyd from Europe
will bring My, Forepaugh ten elephants,
eight giraffes, a hippopotamus seven feet
lomg and five feet hich, and a large saddle-
back tapir. The animals that arrived on
the Mosel were placed on a speeial train of

cargo of plaster, who were picked on the
easteru part of Jefirey's Bank, forty miles
east northeast of Cape Aun. The vessel
shipped a sea during a storm on Sanday
night which smashed in the hateliss, aud,
ﬂﬁn‘ g the hold, sunk her. The crew,
consisting of eight men, took o the boat,
two of them were dead when picked up,
and one has died since,

The five survivors are badly frozen wid
exhausted. They were improperly clad.
They had no water and have been on seant
allowance of food since Sunday. The
names of the dead men were Charles
Chapless, Horace Small aud a man called
Patrick. The survivors are Captain Pack-
ard, Wm. ilarriman, Allen Smali, A. .
Henderson and Frank Hamilton. They
tell a terrible story of suffering from cold.
and lack of water. The second mate died
last in the boat and the crew, maddened
with thirst, opened his veios and drank
the blood, then threw the body overboard,
The captain and one man are *o badly
frozen that they may not recover. The

survivors are receiving every attention,

MORE “ BIG BILLS-"

ANOTHER “ IMPUDENT GRAB-"

REGISTER EDUENLEYS LITTLE BILL.

The Judges Recommend That He Too be
Very Liberully vompensated.

Before the new board of counnty com-
missioners ex-Register Edward Edgerley,
who has jast goue out of ofiice, presents a
bill for $900 for rearranging the papers of
his office. A statement accompanies the
bill in which Mr. Edgerley sets forth that
the bill is presented for assorting, re-ar-
ranging, filing and labeling all the papers
in his office in accordavee with the order
of the cours. And to give an wdea of the
work done he says the bonds, wills and in-
ventories filed from 1729 to 1882 have been
thus rearrangad, * estimated to aggregate
100,000.”* Many of them had been filed
improperly, and every paper was over-
hauled, properly folded and arranged—the
accounts from 1730, the wills from 1730,
the bonds from 1729 to 1821, when the
bond book were adopted : 1,500 files being
necessary in the work,

No account is given of what these files
cost the register, bot the following is ap-
pended to the bill :

“This work has been done by tle
county commissioners. We recommended
that the new file should be adopted and
put in the register's oflice, The work
stated in the above bill has been done in a
most satisfactory and aceeptable manner,
and the arrangement is complete. Cap
